How to Operate the Safety

Trie aalety mechanism is a round button localed 
behind Ihe nigger To put your title 00 SAFE, hold \\ 
in the normaf shooting position, pomled in a safa 
direction, and push the safety butlon from left to 
right as rar as il will go. The safety Is now on SAFE 
( S&& A} 




To move your salefy to ihe FIRE position, push, the 
safety button from right to left as Far as it will go. A 
red ring around the safely button will be visible 
when 1he safety Is In the FIRE position {See D: II 
Ihe trigger is pulled with the safety in this position, 
ihe gun will fire. 

NOTE TO LEFT-HANDED SHOOTERS: The 
salety mechanism is designed lor nghi-handed 
use and cannot be converted to left-hand opera- 
tion

1. Tubular Magazine (Models 60, 
75C and 990} 

Be sure the chamber Is empty, sarety is on SAFE, 
bolt Is dosed, and the gun is pointed in a safe di- 
rection. To load the magazine, turn your auto- 
loader upside down and, keeping your fingers 
away from the muzzle, untock the inner magazine 
tube by turning the knurled rocking end plug (Sae 
C). Extract the inne* lube from the ouler tube unliJ 
the loading port Is exposed. 



With the muzzle raised slightly, drop Long Hi lie 
cartndges into the loading port, builel end toward 
the muzzle (Sea D> When you have loaded up to 
1fl cartridges for Models 60 and 990, or 14 tor 
Model 75C. slide the lube back in place, turning h 
slightly lo ease passage over irn= :oaded rounds. 
DO NOT FORCE THE TUSE DOWN, Then rotate 
the knurled locking end plug to ihe locked position

2. Clip Magazine (Models 70 and 995)

With the gun pc-nted in a sate direction, replace 
the loaded magazine. be<ng sure it locks in place.

How to Fire 

Push the safety lo the FIRE position and, wl|h the 
gun pointed at ihe target, squeeze (he Irig^e-r. 
Since your ride is an autoloader, after each shol is 
Sired it ts ready lo be fired again. If you have not 
lined all cartridges at Ihe target, be sure Eo pul the 
safety on SAFE until you are ready to shoot again.

To unload your autoloader, you must lirsl urmoad 
the magazine. Thiscanbe accomplished by either 
removing the Clip, Or unlocking and removing the 
inner magazine tube, and emptying all cartridges.

Then replace and lock the dip or tube back In pod- 
tion . Next, the action musl be cleared by grasping 
the charging handle, purling it fully to I he rear {boll 
open) and letting il snap toward freely. This must 
be done repeatedly until the ejection of cartridges 
ceases. See I, which illustrates clean rig trie action. 




Cteanrcg the action 

Flnalry, you must check the chamber and Feed 
throat visually to be sure that no cartridges remain. 

Bolt Hold-Open Safety Feature 

The bolt-ho ld open is a device that locks ihe action 
in the open> position (bolt lo the rear). This, a&ows 
you to a«e instantly whothe r any cartridges r sir air- 
In the chamber or feed ihroaL 

First, pull ihe charging, handle all the way back, and 
hold it. Now engage the look by pushing the charg- 
ing handle to (he left, in the direction of the arrow 
on the back of Ihe handle (See J). To close the

What to do if your rifle fails to 
fire 

1 . Misfire, ir you have squeezed the trigger and 
nothing happens, remain in shooting position, 
pointing Ihe gun in a safe direction. Count lo 10, 
Ihen unload the rifle completely (See "How to Un- 



2. Underpowered shot, A 'squib", or under- 
powered shot, should not occur if the ammunition 
b Clean, dry, and Factory loaded. You can tell it a 
shot is underpowered by the unusually tow report il 
makes. Because the bullet may actually Still be in 
the barrel, you musl unload completely, Clear Ihe 
action, and took ihrough ihe barrel to see if there Is 
any obstruction. If there is, II should be removed by 
a qualified gunsmith. 

Sighting 

Your rifle has been sighled-in and test- fired at the 
lactory. Due lo individual shooting characlerlslics, 
however, sighting should be range verified. 

1. Vertical Correction (elevation): lb raise Ihe 
poi rut of impact , rai se ihe rear sighl, by mo vino Ihe 
sigh! elevator rearward. To tower the point or im- 
pact, lower the rear sight, by moving the sight 
elevator forward. 

2. Horizontal Correction (windage): To move 
Ihe point of impact lo the left, tap the rear sight 
basa to Ihe left. To move the point of impact lo BSe 
right, tap Ihe rear sight base to the right.

Cleaning the bore 

With normal use il is noi necessary to dean the 
bore of your autoloader. However, If your rille gels 
wet, or If any foreign material gels Into (he action or 
barrel, cleaning as described below is recom- 
mended 

With the safety on SAFE, clear |he action several 
tines lo be doubly sure no cartridges remain. Pull 
the charging handle back and lock the action open. 

To clean the bore and barrel, use any standard 22 
caliber commercial cleaning rod and cleaning 
patches, Clean the barrel with powder solveni and 
wipe tightly with gun oil after cleaning. 

Cleaning the action 

We recommend cleaning the inside of the receiver, 
boll lace, extractors, and butt end of the barrel 
around the chamber) after firing each 250 rounds. 
Frequency of cleaning may depend on brand of 
ammunition used.) A toothbrush and commercial 
gun cleaning solvent will simp i'v ;ne |oh 

Tne steps listed beto 1 * snould oe followed care- 
fully to assure proper disassembly, cleaning and 
reassembly, 

Win the safety on SAFE, dear the action several 
times to be doubly sure no cartridges remain, 

Step #1 — The magazine I tuba or cNp) should be 
removed in accordance with the procedure de- 
scribed under "How lo Unload" on page 2.

Step #2 — Unscrew take-down screws A and B as 
shown In K. Separate the rifle into two segments, 
tie first consisting of the stock and trigger assem- 
bly, the second consisting ol the barrel and action.

Release assembly post by squeezing slotted end. 
Pull past free of action. {See L1 ), Remove action 
by sliding it lo the rear and up {See L2). 

Step #3 — With the action removed, the boH, 
charging handle, recoil spring and sprang guide 
may now be removed. Pull the charging handle 
back slightly and with the forefinger of your other 
hand, m the muzzle end of the breech bolt from 
the receiver {See MJ. 

As you- begin to lifl the bolt out, the charging nan 
die will oeeome free and can be removed. The

Step #4 — The barrel receiver and action are 
now ready (or thorough cleaning. The action 
should be cleaned in solvent, dried, and oited spar- 
ingly prior to reassembly. 

Further disassembly o1 the action is not recom- 
mended and should only be attempted by a 
Marlin Service Center, a qualified gunsmith, or 
the factory. 

Step #5— (Reassembly is easier If gun Is secured 
in a padded vise, or held by an assistant,) T& 
reassemble, place recoil spring guide Into one end 
of recoil spring, then place opposite end of spring 
into breech, bolt. Next, put recoil spring Into hole at 
Ihe rear of the receiver. To prevent Wnkang the 
spring, hold breed- twit ami recoil spring In one 
hand and use the other hand to support the sprint] 
as shown In O, while compressing spring umlt 
guide enters breech bolt, 

Step #e — The charging handle can now be posi- 
tioned through the election port. To complete the 
insertion of the breech bolt, be sure the charging 
handle tils into the slot provided for it in the bolt.

Reinstall the action by pulling the charging handle 
back and reversing the action disassembly proce- 
dure (See P), Wy»IIUUI 

When reassembling the barrelled action and 
stock, be sure ihe receiver >$ seated as Tar oacfr in 
Ihe slock as it will 90 while tightening the take' 
down screw Otherwise, the gun may ncrt fire.

Avoid Ihe use 01 oil during below freezing condi- 
tions. Condensation droplets may form soon after 
the gun is brought into a warm room, or II may be- 
come wei during inclement weather. In any case, 
all moisture should be removed. Exterior metal fin- 
ishes may be wi ped down with a slightly oiled cloth. 
For .i>rtj term BtMflQfe, IkghUy oil the bote, barre' 
and action with gun oil. Your gun should be com- 
pletely unloaded and stored in a dry area. Never 
store your gun in a carrying case. 



Factory Repair Service 

If yc-u wish to return a gun 10 the factory, be sure to 
follow these instructions, 

A. Be absolutely certain the firearm is not toaded 
prior to mailing. 

B. Pack the firearm cexelully Use ample cushion- 
ing malarial and a sturdy outer cardboard box. 
Do not ship in a special container which you 
want returned. 

C. Accessories such as scopes, scope mounts, 
gun cases, quick detach type swivels, sling 
straps etc. should be removed crior to returning 
the firearm, 

D. Attach a complete letter of information to the 
outside of Ihe package, The letter should 
describe the model number, serial number, 
description of the damage or problem, and 
under what conditions the difficulty occurs, 

E. Clearly mark your return address on the outside 
_ of the box and your accompanying letter. 

F. If the firearm is not covered by warranty, we will 
supply an estimate of the repair cost before pro- 
ceeding with the work Repairs will be made 
upon receipt of your check or money order, If 
repairs are not possible, the gun will be 
relumed, 

Q. Please do not ship ammunition to the factory, 
H. Ship your firearm via U. PS, or insured Parcel
